FIGHTING A BLACK PLAGUE 
A creeping blight of censorship of free speech 
has now crept over more than half the world. 
The “black plague of the twentieth century,” 
as it was recently called by Dean Ackerman, of 
Columbia University School of Journalism, has 
paralyzed public opinion in Russia, Germany, 
Italy, Brazil, China, Japan, Spain and some 
smaller countries and colonies, and has infected 
in lesser degrees the whole of India and much of 
Africa and South America. 
The encroachments of State control and cen­ 
sorship are more dangerous because autocracy 
allows no voice to be raised in protest. The battle 
for free speech m ust be fought outside the 
“black” areas on the map. 
An effective reply to typical restriction on free 
speech and the freedom of the press is the deci­ 
sion of the principal book publishers of the Unit­ 
ed States to stay away from the 1938 Interna­ 
tional Congress of Book Publishers, to be held rn 
Leipzig in June. The published protest against 
the Congress is tem perate in tone, but emphatic 
in meaning. 
Recognizing th at the past achievements and 
methods of German publishing have been a 
“model for the world,” the American group re­ 
fuses to approve, even indirectly, the resolution 
of the German Publishers Association which pro­ 
poses “the establishment of an international 
censorship agreement,” the purpose of which is 
to be the “suppression a t the source of all books 
libeling the head of a State.” And which State 
is particularly meant, of course, is no secret. 
Many American books have aroused Herr Hit­ 
ler’s displeasure and been closed to German 
readers by his iron hand. Nothing can be done 
about it in Germany. But the conspicuous ab­ 
sence of American publishers from the Leipzig 
Congress may hint to the German people what 
the outside world thinks of the “black plague” 
and those responsible for it.
